year  1873."

It  is  impossible  to  estimate,  with  any  degree  of  accuracy,  the 
amount  of  matter  which  it  will  be  necessary  to  publish.  The 
TfiinininTn  of  size  adopted  is  four  pages,  containing  between 
76,000  and  78,000  ems  of  nonpareil,  but  extra  length  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Common  Council,  weekly,  monthly,  quarterly 
and  yearly  departmental  reports,  minutes  of  meetings  of  all 
boards,  commissions,  &c.,  &c.,  official  canvasses,  and  the  vari- 
ous announcements  and  advertisements  heretofore  published 
in  corporation  newspapers,  and  hereafter  to  be  inserted  only  iu 
the  City  Record^  may  very  frequently  necessitate  double,  triple 
and  even  quadruple  sheets  of  the  Record. 

It  is  also  impossible  to  give  even  a  rough  estimate  of  the 
probable  relative  proportion  of  table,  rule  and  figure  work, 
ordinary  composition,  and  the  amount  of  daily  standing  matter.

Hon.  Andifeto  H.  Oreen,  Comptroller  : 

Sir — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  14th  instant, 'ask- 
ing my  opinion  as  to  the  rate  at  which  the  salaries  of  the 
Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court  and  other  judicial  officers  of  the 
City  and  County  of  New  York  should  be  paid  for  the  period 
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from  April  30ih,  1873,  to  June  13th,  1873,  and  oalling  my  at- 
tention to  the  provisions  of  Chapters  335  and  767  of  the  Laws 
of  1873. 

The  question  submitted  by  your  letter  received  my  consider- 
ation at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  the  new  charter,  and  I  had 
BO  doubt  then,  and  I  have  none  now,  that  the  provisions  of 
Section  116  were  clearly  unconstitutional. 

Section  14  of  the  Amended  Judiciary  Article  of  the  Constitu- 
tion of  this  State  provides  as  follows  : — 

"  The  Judges  and  Justices  hereinbefore  named  shall  receive 
for  their  services  a  compensation  to  be  established  by  law,  which 
shall  not  be  diminished  during  their  official  terms." 

Among  the  Judges  and  Justices  referred  to  in  said  section 
are  the  Judges  of  the  Superior  Court  of  the  City  of  New  York 
and  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  the  City  and  County  of 
New  York,  and  the  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court. 

• 

Subsequent  to  the  adoption  of  the  Amended  Judiciary  Arti- 
cle, above  cited,  the  salaries  of  the  Judges  and  Justices  of  the 
three  courts  above  mentioned  were  fixed  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  of  the  County  of  New  York  by  a  resolution  adopted 
by  said  Board  May  2Gth,  1870,  and  approved  by  the  Mayor 
May  27, 1870. 

See  Proceedings  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  1870,  vol.  1, 
page  384. 

This  action  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  was  legalized  and 
coifirmed  by  an  Act  of  the  Legislature,  passed  April  19, 1871, 
being  Chapter  573  of  the  Laws  of  that  year. 

The  compensation  of  the  Judges  and  Justices  which  wc^9  th^9, 
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It  deems  to  me  that  the  provisions  of  Section  116,  above 
qaoted,  are  in  direct  conflict  with  Section  14  of  the  Amended 
Jodiciarj  Article  above  cited. 

It  is  not,  of  coarse,  ordinarily  within  the  province  of  ezecn^ 
tive  or  administrative  officers  to  treat  any  enactment  of  the 
Legislatare  as  unconstitutional.  Such  officers  should,  in  most 
cases,  sustain  the  validity  of  every  statute  until  it  is  declared 
void  by  Uie  authoritative  decisions  of  the  Courts. 

m 

It  was,  therefore,  doubtless,  proper  for  you,  as  the  head  of 
the  Finance  Department,  to  treat  the  law  in  question  as  of 
binding  force  until  otherwise  advised. 

But  the  question  having  been  submitted  to  me  as  the  legal 
adviser  of  your  Department,  and  my  convictions  being  such 
that  I  should  do  injustice  to  myself  and  be  wanting  in  candor 
towards  the  Court  if  I  attempted  to  maintain  the  constitution- 
ality of  the  law,  I  deem  it  my  duty  to  advise  you  that  the  law 
in  question  is  clearly  unconstitutional,  and  that  the  Judges  and 
Justices  referred  to  should  be  paid  their  salaries  for  the  period 
named  in  your  letter,  at  the  rate  at  which  they  had  been  and 
remained  established  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  the  new 
charter. 

A  judicial  decision  of  the  question  could,  of  course,  be  ob- 
tained from  the  very  eminent  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court 
now  holding  Chambers  and  Special  Term  in  this  city.  His 
Honor  Judge  Daniels  resides  in  another  district  and  would  be 
wholly  disinterested  in  the  matter.  But  I  think  it  is  due  to 
the  judiciary  of  this  city  that  they  should  receive  their  hard 
earned  salaries  at  the  rate  fixed  by  law,  without  being  com- 
pelled to  submit  to  the  delay  and  annoyance  of  litigating  the 
matter  in  the  courts.

Sib — Your  letter  of  the  20tli  ultimo,  to  the  Counsel  to  the 
Corporatibn,  referring  to  Chapter  756  of  the  Laws  of  1873,  en- 
titled "  An  Act  to  make  further  provisions  for  tlie  payment  of 
"further  expenses  of  the  local  government  of  the  city  of  New 
"  York,"  was  duly  received. 

You  ask  his  opinion  whether  the  omission  in  reference  to 
the  county  in  the  title  of  this  act  will  affect  the  authority  to 
pay'claims  and  judgments  against  the  county  of  New  York,  as 
provided  by  the  first  section  thereof,  and  whether  bonds  can 
be  legally  issued  by  the  county  to  pay  said  claims  and  judg- 
ments, as  authorized  by  said  firbt  section. 
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two  years,  and  a  decision  that  these  important  laws,  and 
others  of  a  similar  character,  are  unconstitutional,  would  create 
great  confasion  in  the  affairs  of  the  city. 

I  am  aware  that  it  is  tlie  opinion  of  some  lawyers  that  all 
sets  of  the  description  referred  to  are  unconstitutional,  but: 
other  lawyers  are  of  the  opposite  opinion  ;  and  this  being  tlie 
case,  it  is  clearly  the  duty  of  this  department  to  maintain  the 
Tafidity  of  all  such  statutes  until  they  shall  be  declared  un- 
constitutional by  the  court  of  last  resort. 

I  accordingly  advise  you  that  the  omission  in  reference  to 
the  county  in  the  title  of  the  act  in  question,  does  not  affect 
jour  authority  to  pay  claims  and  judgments  against  the  county, 
and  that  bonds  can  be  legally  issued  by  the  county  to  proyide 
moneys  to  pay  said  claims  and  judgments.

There  is  no  room  for  doubt  that  the  new  fire  steamboat, 
which  win  navigate  the  waters  adjacent  to  the  city,  would  be 
of  great  service  to  the  shipping  and  to  the  dwellings  and 
sfaructnres  near  the  waiter.  It  is  to  be  provided  with  adequate 
pumps  of  large  capacity. 

The  serial  ladder  is  thought  by  the  Department  to  be  a 
valuable  addition  to  the  apparatus  of  the  Department  for 
saving  life  and  property.

Xra. — THE  BOABD*bF  EDUCATION. 

The  estimate  of  the  Board  of  Education  shows  an  increase 
over  1873  of  $452  500,  which  is  occasioned  fn  part  by  an  in- 
crease on  the  amount  of  salaries  of  teachers  and  others  of 
$61,000.  The  balance  is  required  for  purchasing  sites  and  erec- 
ting new  buildings,  and  alterations  and  repairs  of  buildings.

The  tax  for  State  purposes  is  to  provide  for  the  general  ex- 
penses of  the  State  Government,  installments  of  bounty  debt, 
new  capital,  new  work  on  canals  and  extra  repairs,  canal  float- 
ing debt,  payment  of  awards  by  Canal  Appraisers  and  Canal 
Commissioners,  certificates  of  indebtedness,  deficiency  in  the 
sinking  fund,  asylums  and  reformatories,  academies  and  union 
schools  and  for  common  scliools. 

The  State  taxes  are  mandatory  by  acts  of  the  Legislature, 
and  are  required  to  be  raised  by  tax  and  paid  over  to  the  State 
for  the  various  purposes  indicated  above. 

The  increase  in  the  item  for  iuterest  on  the  county  debt,  and 
for  the  principal  of  debt  falling  due,  and  to  be  provided  for  in 
1874,  is  as  follows  : — 

Interest $640,066  40 

Principal 364,488  77 

Amount  of  increase .^1 ,004,494  17 

The  increase  in  the  item  of  "  Interest,"  to  be  provided  for  in 
1874,  arises  mainly  from  the  issue  of  stocks  to  pay  the  propor- 
tion of  awards,  etc.,  due  by  the  county  for  lands  taken  in  the 
opening  of  the  Northern  Boulevard  above  One  Hundred  and 
Fifty-fifth  street,  and  also  in  part  from  bonds  to  be  issued  to 
pay  the  quota  "  chargeable  to  the  city  and  county  of  New 
York  for  canal  and  general  fund  deficiencies,  under  and  in  pur- 
suance of  Chapter  734  of  the  Laws  of  1872,"  as  provided  in 
Section  3  of  Chapter  95,  Laws  of  1873.  The  amount  of  bonds 
to  be  issued  under  this  provision  of  law  is  $3,644,387.77,  and 
ten  per  cent  of  this  amount  is  to  be  raised  by  tax  in  187^ 
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rhioh  is  also  included  in  the  estimate  to  be  paid  in  liquidation 
{  that  proportion  of  said  bonds. 

ARMORIES  AND   DRILL-ROOMS. 

The  appropriation  for  1873  for  this  purpose  was  $100,000, 
vhich  amount  has  been  found  insufficient  to  provide  for  the 
payment  of  claims  under  this  head,  on  account  of  wages  of 
armorers,  rents,  repairs  and  fittin;^  up  armories. 

The  estimate  of  $250,000  for  1874  is  deemed  not  more  than 
adequate  for  such  purpose  as  matters  now  stand. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  all  the  expenses  necessary  for  proper 
armories  ought  to  be  kent  within  oiie-Iialf  of  this  sum. 

An  additional  amount  is  also  included  for  Asylums  and  Re- 
formatories, made  necessary  for  the  suj^port  of  these  charitable 
institutions  by  Acts  of  the  Legislature.  The  amount  of  this 
increase  over  1873  is  $49,745. 

Besides  these  additional  requirements  for  the  County  in  1874, 
it  is  also  necessary  to  provide  a  further  sum  of  $16,500  for 
"  Coroners'  Fees,"  and  §10,000  for  ''  Ccntiii^^mcies  in  the  Dis- 
trict Attorney's  Office."  In  the  item  of  *Mury  Fees,"  $5,000 
Ls  added ;  also,  $7,000  for  "Printing — Executive  Department 
and  Judieiarv,"  and  j?.S,05().1G  i'or  **  Salari^^s — Judiciary."  For 
"  Advertising,"  j5'2,500  is  inchided,  for  which  amount  no  appro- 
priation was  made  in  1873,  a  l»a!iinco  of  the  appropriation  for 
the  year  1872  being  sufficient  for  the  purpose  in  1873. 

For  C'^unty  Contingenciijs  an  appropriation  of  $15,000  is 
made,  which  is  an  increase  of  Sf),3r)3.41  over  1873,  for  the  reason 
that  a  balance  of  appropriation  was  caiTied  over  from  1872  to 
ihis  account. 

An  item  of  $200,000  for  "  Special  Contingencies"  is  also  in- 
cluded, which  amount  is  intended  to  cover  all  matters  that 
cannot  at  the  present  time  be  anticipated  and  provided  for  un- 
der their  proper  heads. 

By  reference  to  the  preceding  table  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
items  of  decrease  in  the  appropriations  for  1874,  under  cer- 
tain heads,  amount  to  $98,311.71. 
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The  net  increase  for  all  purposes  in  the  estimates  for  City

The  foregoing  estimates  are  exclusive  of  any  provision  for 
payment  of  interest  on  debt  and  obligations  of  the  said  an- 
nexed temtory  which  may  be  chained  upon  the  City  of  New 
York. 

No  additional  provision  has  been  made  for  the  expenses  of 
the  Finance  Department,  upon  which  will  be  thrown  largely  in- 
creased labors  in  the  ascertainment  and  adjustment  of  the  ac- 
counts and  obligations  of  the  annexed  territory,  as  it  is  under- 
stood that  the  affairs  of  the  towns  are  in  much  confusion. 

The  total  appropriations  for  the  Finance  Department  aie 


less  than  those  called  for  in  1873  by  tlie  sum  of  $2,000  ;  they 
are  less  than  the  appropriations  of  1872  bj  $117,253.64. 

The  bnainess  of  the  Department  has  more  than  doubled  since 
the  passage  of  the  Charter ;  and  the  work  yet  to  be  done  of 
sifting  oat  old  claims  is  very  great. 

The  appropiiation  for  arrears  of  gas  in  the  Department  of 
Public  Parks  was  reduced  by  the  Board  of  Apportionment  to 
$58,000  from  $63,000  because  the  Park  officers  had  transmitted 
fhe  bSs  at  their  face  at  prices  higher  than  the  same  companies 
are  charging  for  street  lamps. 

The  Board  of  Apportionment,  therefore,  fixed  the  amount 
at  $58,000  in  the  Provisional  Estimate,  but  the  Board  of  Alder- 
men propose  to  reinstate  the  amount. 

If  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  should  approve 
of  the  increase  of  the  estimates  as  proposed  by  the  Aldermen, 
it  will  render  the  taxes  most  onerous  upon  the  small  taxpayers 
and  do  more  damage  to  the  interests  of  Uie  city  than  those 
who  have  proposed  it  are  likely  to  have  estimated. 

The  propositions  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  were  not,  per- 
haps, fully  considered  with  reference  to  tlieir  bearing  on  the 
bosiness  of  the  city  and  its  interests.  These  addition!^;,  with 
adequate  provision  for  Westchester  County  (23d  and  24:tli 
Wards)  will  swell  the  percentage  of  taxation  for  1874  up  to 
fnUy  three  and  one-half  per  cent.,  and  tend  to  drive  people  and 
bnsiiiess  from  the  city. 

The  works  of  the  city  can  go  forward  on  a  system  now  pro- 
vided, with  some  legislative  amendments,  and  no  new  burdens 
to  the  tax-payers  should  be  countenanced  any  further  than  is 
actoaUy  necessary. 

The  total  city  and  county  levy  amounts,  without  the  addi- 
tions proposed  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  to  $38,253,114.16,  or 
.  about  3.40  per  cent,  on  the  valuation  of  1873. 

These  valuations  will  be  increased  by  the  Westchester  wards, 
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but  probably  not  so  much  as  to  bring  down  the  rate  to  less 
than  3.33  per  cent. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  increase  in  the  strictly  Departmental 
appropriations  of  this  year  over  last,  including  the  increase  for 
23d  and  24th  Wards  (Westchester  County),  is  $1,895,276.19,  as 
follows : —

If,  without  detriment  to  the  business  of  the  city,  it  is  possible 
to  avoid  a  tax  of  the  magnitude  to  which  it  will  be  swelled  by 
the  propositions  of  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  it

the  estimate  heretofore  made  under  the  provisions  of  said  act 
for  the  year  eigliteen  hundred  and   seventy -four,  and  the  esti- 
mate so  reconsidered,  revised  and  redetermined  and  approved 
by  the  concurrent  vote  of  all  said   members  shall  thereby  be 
appropriated  as  the  amount  of  money  required  to  defi'ay  all 
the  various  expenses  necessary  for  conducting  the  county  gov- 
ernment, and  for  supporting  inmates  of  asylums,  reformatories 
*nd  charitable  institutions  chargeable  i)y  existing  provisions  of 
law  upon  the  County  of  New  York,  and  for  defraying  all  legal 
<^arges  against  theCouuty  of  New  York  under  special  laws,  and 
also  for  paying  the  interest  on  the  county  debt  afid  the  princi- 
pal of  such  debt  falling  due  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and 
Seventy- four,  and  the  proportion  of  the  State  tax  for  the  year 
^hteen  hundred  and  seventy-four,  payable  by  said  county. 
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and  thereupon  to  fix  and  determine  the  amount  of  such  esti- 
mates and  various  expenses  and  charges,  after  deducting  the 
estimated  amount  of  county  revenue  not  otherwise  appropri- 
ated by  law,  which  amount,  when  so  fixed  and  determined, 
shall  be  certified  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  County  of 
New  York  by  the  Comptroller  ;  and  said  Board  of  Supervisors 
are  hereby  empowered  and  directed  to  cause  the  amount  so 
certified  to  be  levied  and  collected  in  the  year  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  seventy-four,  by  tax  upon  the  estates  within  the 
County  of  New  York,  subject  to  taxation.  But  the  aggregate 
amount  of  the  estimate  for  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and 
seventy-four,  to  be  made  by  the  said  Board  of  Estimate  and 
Apportionment,  shall  not  exceed  the  amount  of  the  estimate 
heretofore  made  by  the  said  Board  as  aforesaid.  In  the  esti- 
mate so  to  be  made  no  sum  shall  be  included  except  the  same 
be  appropriated  for  a  specified  department  or  purpose,  and  no 
sum  shall  be  appropriated  for  special  contingencies. 

And  whereas,  Chapter  308  of  the  Laws  of  1874,  entitled 
"An  Act  in  relation  to  the  estimates  aud  apportionment  for 
the  support  of  the  govoriiment  of  the  City  of  New  York,"  pro- 
vides as  follows,  to  wit : 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  con- 
stituted by  section  one  hundred   and  twelve  of  chapter  three 
hundred  and  thirty-five  of  the  Laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and 
seventy-three,  is   hereby  authorized,  at   any  time   before  the 
first  day  of  July,  oightocn  hundred  and  seventy-four,  by  th^ 
concurrent  vote  of  all  the  members  of  said  Board,  to  recon-" 
sider,  revise  and  redetermine  for  the  year  eighteen  hundi'ed 
and  seventy-four,  heretofore  made  under  the  provisions  of  saiiJ 
act,  and  of  section  twenty  of  chapter  seven  hundred  and  fifty- 
seven  of  the  Laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-three,  and 
the  amount  of  the  estimate  so  reconsidered,  revised,  and  rede- 
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tennined  and  approved  by  the  concurrent  vote  of  all  the  mem- 
bers of  said  Board,  shall  thereby  become  appropriated  as  the 
amount  of  money  required  to  defray  the  expenses  of  conduct- 
ing the  public  business  of  the  City  of  New  York,  and  of  the 
Tarious  departments,  boards  and  commissions  thereof,  whether 
administrative,  executive  or  judicial,  and  for  paying  the  inter- 
est on  the  city  debt  and  the  principal  of  such  debt  falling  due 
in  and  for  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-four,  and 
for  all  liabilities  of  the  City  of  New  York,  by  reason  of  the 
annexation   thereto    of  territory  lately  a  part  of  Westchester 
County,  and  for  the  expenses  of  conducting  the  public  busi- 
ness of  said  annexed  territory  for  and  during  said  year,  and 
&e  liabilities  incurred  by  the  Board  of  Education  of  said  ter- 
ritory during  the  year  eighteen  hundred   and   seventy-three, 
^Uich  are  hereby  made  an  obligation  of  the  City  of  New  York ; 
^txd  the  aggregate  amount  of  said  estimate,  after  deducting 
^Vle  estimated  amount  of  the  revenues  of  the  general  fund  of 
^He  City  of  New  York,  not  otherwise  specifically  appropriated 
fc>y  law,  including  surplus  revenues  o^  the  sinking  fund  for  the 
t^ayment  of  interest  on  the  city  debt,  shall  be  established  and 
V>e  the  amount  to  bo  raised  for  all  sucli  purposes,  by  tax,  within 
tTie  City  and  County  of  New  York,  for  the  year  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  seventy-four,  and   the   amount  thus  established  shall 
l^e  certified  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  by  the  Comptroller ; 
and  the  said  Board  of  Supervisors  are  hereby  empowered  and 
directed  to  cause  tho  amount  so  certified  to  be  raised  and  col- 
lected in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-four,  by  tax 
upon  the  estates  by  law  subject  to  taxation  within  the  City 
and  County  of  New  York.     But  the  aggiegato  amoimt  of  the 
estimates  for  the  year  eighteen  lumdred  and  seventy-four  to  be 
made  by  the  said  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportion!) lent  shall 
not  exceed  the  amount  of  the  estimate  heretofore  made  by  the 
said  Board  as  aforesaid.

Section  1.  The  County  of  New  York  and  the  corporation 
known  by  the  name  of  "  The  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Common- 
alty of  the  City  of  New  York,"  shall  be  one  body  corporate 
and  politic  by  the  said  name,  and  all  the  rights,  property,  in- 
terests, claims  and  demands  of  the  County  of  New  York  and 
of  the  Supervisors  or  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  said  .County 
of  New  York,  are  hereby  vested  in  and  shall  henceforth  belong  , 
to  the  said  corporation  ;  but  nothing  contained  in  this  act 
shall  abrogate  or  impair,  or  in  anywise  affect  any  existing 
right  or  interest,  except  to  vest  it  in  the  said  corporation. 

Section  2.    For  all  pur|")oses  the  local  adminis*^ration  and 
governmont  of  the  City  and  County  of  Now  York  shall  be  in 
and  be  performed  by  the  one  corporation  aforesaid.    All  charges 
and  liabilities  now  existing  against  said  county  or  which  may 
hereafter  arise   oi*  accrue   in   said   City   and   County  of  Now 
York,  and  which,  but  for  this  act,  would  be  charges  against  au 
liabilities  ol  said  county,  shall  be  henceforth  deemed  and  taken 
to  bo  charges  against  or  liabilities  of  the  said  corporation,  and 
shall  bo  defrayed  and  answered  unto  by  it.     All  bonds,  stock, 
contracts  and  obligations  of  the  said   county  and    of  the  said 
Board  of  Supervisors  now^  existing  shall  henceforth  be  deemed 
such  of  and  against  said  corporation  ;  and  all  such  that  are  or 
may  be  authorized   or  required   to  be  hereafter  issued  or  en- 
tered into  shall  be  issued  or   entered   into  by  and  in  the  name 
of  the  said  coi-poration. 
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Therefore  Resolved,  That  in  pursuance  of  the  authority  con- 
tained  in  the  foregoing  and  other  provisions  of  hiw,  the  Board 
of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  now  duly  convened  this  29th 
day  of  June,  1874,  all  the  members  thereof  being  prest^ut,  does 
hereby,  by  the  concurrent  vote  of  all  the  members  of  said 
Board,  reconsider  the  estimates  for  the  year  1874,  heretofore 
made,  and  in  said  two  first  mentioned  acts  referred  to,  for  the 
support  of  the  government  of  tlie  City  and  County  of  New

And  the  said  estimate,  so  reconsidered,  revised  and  rede- 
termined as  above  stated  and  set  forth,  is  hereby,  by  the  con- 
current vote  of  all  the  members  of  said  Board  of  Estimate  and 
Apportionment,  approved,  as  the  amount  of  money  required 
to  defray  all  the  various  expenses  necessary  for  conducting  the 
public  business  of  the  Corporation  of  the  Mayor,  Aldermen 
ftnd  Commonalty  of  the  city  of  New  York,  and  of  the  various 
Departments,  Boards,  and  Commissions  thereof,  whether 
administrative,  executive,  or  judicial,  and  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion ;  in  which  sum  is  included  such  sum  as  is  necessary  to 
pay  the  interest  on  the  bonds  and  stocks  of  the  said  corpora- 
tion, whether  issued  originally  by  said  corporation  or  the

Whereas,  The  law  requires  that  the  estimates  for  the  year  1875 
should  be  prepared  by  this  Board  between  the  first  days  of 
August  and  November,  1874 : 

JBesoltxd,  That  the  Secretary  be,  and  he  is  hereby  directed  to 
notify  the  heads  of  the  various  departments  and  officers, 
to  furnish  the  Departmental  Estimates  as  early  as  the

The  Board  met  pursuant  to  adjournment.

On  motion,  the   reading  of   the  minutes  of  the  meeting  held 
June  29th  was  dispensed  with. 

The  Mayor  presented   a  communication  from  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Parks,  as  follows  : — 

City  of  New  York, 

Department  of  Public  Parks, 

30th  June,  1874. 

To  the  Hon.  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  : 
My  attention  is  arrested  this  morning  by  the  action  of  your 
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honorable  Board  on  yesterday,  as  reported  in  the  public  newB- 
j>apers,  in  the  matter  of  the  large  reduction  in  the  estimate  for 
thin  Department,  presented  and  sanctioned  in  the  month  o^ 
'  September  last,  and  under  which  the  necessary  expenses  have 
been  conducted  for  the  past  six  months. 

The  embarrassments  that  this  Department  finds  itself  under 
by  this  action  of  your  honorable  Board  are  very  great,  and  I 
find  it  very  difficult  to  determine  what  steps  to  pursue  without 
further  information  and  explanation.  I  would  therefore  re- 
spectfully submit  a  few  questions,  and  solicit  answers  thereto 
which  will  enable  this  Department  to  proceed  more  under- 
standingly  in  the  premises. 

By  Section  1  of  Chapter  646  of  the  Laws  of  1874,  the  Comp- 
troller of  the  city  is  directed  to  create  and  issue,  as  shall  be 
required  by  the  Department  of  Public  Parks,  a  public  fund,  or 
stock  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and 
fifty  thousand  dollars.  The  moneys  realized  from  said  stock  shall 
be  applied  only  to  the  improvement  and  constitiction  of  parhy 
squares  and  pvMir  places. 

In  order  to  carry  on  the  works  provided  for  by  this  act,  the 
Department  is  obliged  to  employ  architects,  engineers  and 
others,  whoso  names  are  on  the  pay-rolls,  and  a  list  of  which, 
with  their  respective  salaries,  was  submitted  to  you  with  the 
estimates.  According  to  the  provisions  of  this  act  and  the  cus- 
tom of  the  Board,  they  should  be  paid  out  of  the  moneys  real- 
ized from  the  sale  of  the  said  stock.  Do  we  understand,  how- 
ever, by  the  action  of  your  Board  in  the  following  words : 
**  That  all  the  salaries  of  all  persons  employed  in  the  Depart- 
ment, excepting  foremen  and  workmen  in  the  parks,"  that  we 
are,  in  violation  of  the  express  terms  of  the  said  act,  to  charge 
the  salaries  of  the  architects,  engineers  and  others  employed 
on  those  works,  to  the  fund  provided  by  your  Board  for  the 
**  maintenance  and  government  of  parks  and  places?" 

Again,  Chapter  290  oi  the  Laws  of  1871  provides  for  the 
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moneys  required  for  erecting  the  buildings  known  as  the 
Ketropolitan  Museum  of  Art  and  the  American  Museum  of 
Hataral  SQstorj.  Do  we  understand  that  we  arc,  notwith- 
standing the  express  provisions  of  tliis  act,  to  charge  the 
salaries  of  the  architects  and  others  engaged  on  llioso  works 
to  the  fond  provided  by  your  Board  for  the  "  inaiutciiauco  and 
^Temment  of  parks  and  places  "? 

Section  8  of  an  Act  of  i87i,  entitled  "  An  Act  to  provide  for 
flie  surveying,  laying  out  and  nionumc.uting  of  certain  por- 
tions of  the  city  and  county  of  New  York,  and  to  provide 
means  therefor,"  is  as  follows :  **  To  provid(3  tlie  means  for 
eaxTjing  on  the  work  of  laying  out,  surveying,  and  nionumeut- 
ing  and  devising  and  preparing  plans  authorized  by  this  act 
during  the  year  1874,  and  also  to  pay  for  indebtedness  existing 
at  the  date  of  the  passage  of  this  act,  etc.,  the  Comptroller  of 
the  city  of  New  York  is  heieby  authorized  and  directed  to 
ereate  a  public  fund  or  stock  to  an  amount  to  be  mentioned 
in  said  requisition,  and  not  exceeding  one  hundred  thousand 
[  dollars,  payable  on  the  first  day  of  November,  one  thousand 
eig^t  hundred  and  seventy-five,  with  interest  at  the  rate  of 
seven  per  centum  per  annum. 

Do  we  understand  that,  notwitlistauding  the  imperative 
proYisions  of  this  act,  we  are  to  charge  the  salaries  of  the  en- 
tire engineering  force  to  the  same  fund  provided  by  your 
Board  for  the  '^  maintenance  and  government  of  parks  and 
places*'? 

Are  we  also  to  understand  that  the  salaries  of  clerks,  whose 
time  is  partially  employed  in  matters  con noclod  with  the  works 
in  prc^ess  under  the  sovcrul  acts  heretofore  referred  to,  and 
partially  employed  in  matters  connectecl  \vith  the  maintenance 
of  parks,  are  to  be  charged  entirely  to  the  said  fund  provided 
Vy  your  Board  for  the  "  maintenance  and  government  of  parks 
ted  places  "? 
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necessities  of  the  case,  and  even  this  will  only  answer  the  ends 
to  be  obtained,  with  the  benefit  of  the  judicious  and  Uberal 
laws  of  the  State,  which  reUeve,  through  the  works  of  necessary 
oonstruction,  the  maintenance  fund  appropriated  by  your  hon- 
orable Board,  and  that  a  sum  in  itself  less  than,  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Commissioners,  was  demanded  for  efficiency  and 
economy.

Gentlemen, — We  learn  that  in  your  consideration  of  the 
estimate  for  this  Department,  you  have  deemed  it  wise  to  re- 
duce the  same  in  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars 
($100,000). 

On  the  receipt  of  the  letter  of  the  Comptroller,  asking  a 
revision  of  the  estimate,  we,  after  deliberation,  reduced  the 
same  one  hundred  and  eighteen  thousand  dollars  ($118,000), 
and  postponed,  until  another  year,  the  erection  of  some  very 
necessary  buildings^  and  the  alterations  and  repair  of  others. 

No  reduction  in  the  estimate  of  supplies  was  then  made,  and 
cannot  be  made  now,  as  tlio  census  of  the  various  Institutions 
was  and  is  on  the  increase  rather  than  the  reverse,  and  we  re- 
quire the  amount  asked  for,  for  the  necessary  food,  clothing, 
medicines,  &c.,  and  while  we  cannot  a£ford  to  starve  or  n^lect

the  inmates  while  in  our  care,  we  will  be  compelled  by  your 
reduction  of  that  amount,  to  close  either  of  the  following  In- 
stitutions, and  trust  its  inmates  to  private  philanthropy,  in- 
stead of  public  charity,  for  support.  The  Institutions  which 
will  have  to  be  closed  for  want  of  necessary  funds,  will  either 

be  the 

Reception  Hospital, 

Charity  Hospital, 

Bellevue  Hospital,  and 

Soldiers'  Retreat. 

If  you  will  not  reconsider  your  decision,  we  prefer  yourrrir 
designation  of  which  of  the  above  shall  be  dispensed  with,  yoi 
taking  the  responsibility  with  the  public  and  relieving  us  froi 
its  consequences. 

In  regard  to  the  statement  of  the  non-necessity  of  "  so  many 
steamboats,"   we  desire  to  say,  that  the  largest  boatp,  viz.  r 
3fifui<tJtn}(ouck  and  JMIevue,  are  nearly  or  quite  self-supporting" 
(wliicli  ijioiioy  is  })ai(l  into  the  City  Treasury  as  city  revenue), 
and  aro   re(|iiirt^d   ami   are   iuJispcnsable  for  passengers  and 
freight. 

The  steanior  FuldUy,  which  earns  nothing,  might  be  dis- 
})ens('(l  wiMi — but  in  that  case  the  practice  formerly  had  in  the 
Dq>artni(;nt  would  have  to  be  revived,  viz.,  carrying  small  pox 
and  fever  eases  and  all  sick  persons  to  and  from  the  hospitals 
in  ()j)en  boats,  exposed  to  all  the  inclemencies  of  the  weather, 
as  well  as  the  conveyance  of  the  dead  bodies  on  same  boat  to 
and  from  the  Morgue. 

If  your  Honorable  Bodj'  desire  to  have. this  state  of  things 
revived,  instead  of  the  tender  care  and  attention  paid  to  the 
unfortunate  sick  and  dead  that  is  now  taken  of  them  in  the 
stt^anier  Fidclif//,  you  will  insist  on  your  action,  and  thereby 
deprive  us  of  the  means  of  continuing  in  our  present  humane 
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treatment  of  those  entrusted  to  our  care — but,  as  already  stated, 
you  must  assume  the  entire  responsibility.

in  six  days,  and  the  whole  of  said  property  be  lost  to  the  city 
of  New  York,  and  the  use  thereof  lost  to  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion, the  Trustees,  and  children  of  that  ward.

Sir, — Your  letter  of  the  6th  instant  to  the  Counsel  to  the 
Corporation  was  duly  received. 
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Yoa  state  that  at  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and 
Apportionment  held  June  29fch,  1874,  the  estimates  for  the 
maintenance  of  Parks  and  Places,  which  had  been  fixed  on 
the  13th  September  last  for  the  year,  were  considered  and 
lednoed,  and  the  appropriations  finally  made  in  the  following 
terms,  namely : 

"The  Department  of  Public  Parks,  Mainte- 
"  nance  and  Government  of  Parks  and  Places, 
"  including  the  sum  of  $30,000  for  the  keeping, 
"  preservation  and  exhibition  of  the  collections

"  Supplies  of  gas,  Department  of  Public  Parks,

You  state  that,  as  President  of  the  Department  of  Parks, 
jou  thereupon  requested  an  explanation  of  the  directions 
contained  in  such  appropriation  from  the  Board  of  Estimate 
and  Apportionment,  but  that  up  to  the  date  of  your  letter  to 
the  Counsel  to  the  Corporation  you  had  received  no  reply  ; 
that  the  operations  of  your  department  will  not  wait,  but  that 
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few  persons  and  it  is  extremely  fortunate  for  the  City  that  the 
present  Board  is  composed  of  gentlemen  whose  experience, 
inlelligence  and  character  afford  ample  guarantee  that  they 
win  not  misuse  the  great  powers  vested  in  the  Board,  nor  in- 
tentionally assume  to  exercise  powers  which  the  Board  does 
not  possess. 

Extensive,  however,  as  are  the  powers  of  the  Board  in  de- 
tennining  the  amounts  to  be  annually  raised  by  taxation,  it  is, 
in  my  opinion,  perfectly  clear  that  its  powers  and  duties  in 
making  the  annual  estimate  relate  to  but  one  subject,  and  that 
is  the  determination  (except  in  the  cases  above  mentioned, 
when  the  board  has  no  discretion)  of  how  much  money  raised 
6y  taxation  shall  be  annually  expended  for  the  public  business 
of  the  city.  Neither  with  the  question  how  much  money  shall 
be  raised  by  the  issue  of  bonds  authorized  by  special  acts  of 
the  Legislature,  nor  with  the  question  how  such  money  shall 
be  expended,  has  the  board,  in  my  opinion,  any  concern  what- 
ever. Even  if  the  sanction  of  the  Board  is  required  before  the 
Comptroller  can  lawfully  issue  such  bonds,  its  sanction  in  re- 
gard to  bonds  of  this  description  is  a  mere  matter  of  form,  and 
if  withheld  could  be  compelled  by  mandamus.  The  most  care- 
ful scrutiny  of  all  the  laws  relating  to  the  powers  and  duties  of 
the  Board  will  not  disclose  any  provision  which  repeals  certain 
statutes  heretofore  passed,  authorizing  the  issue  qi  bonds  for 
departmental  purposes,  or  giving  the  Board  any  power  or 
control  over  the  moneys  to  be  raised  by  the  issue  of  such 
bonds. 

It  would  seem  from  its  action  or  non-action  in  relation  to  the 
Dock  Department  that  this  view  of  the  matter  was  taken  by 
the  Board  itself. 

By  subdivision  11,  of  section  6,  of  Chapter  574,  of  the  Laws 
of  1871,  the  Comptroller  i ;  required,  when  directed  by  the 
commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund,  to  issue  "  Dock  Bonds  of 
the  City  of  New  York,"  redeemable  from  time  to  time,  but  not 
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• 

manication  to  that  Board.  Chapter  604  of  the  Laws  of  1874, 
passed  June  5th,  1874,  is  "  An  Act  to  provide  for  the  surveying, 
laying  out  and  monumenting  of  certain  portions  of  the  City  and 
County  of  New  York,  and  to  provide  means  therefor."  This  is  a 
lerj  important  law,  upon  the  proper  execution  of  which  de- 
pends the  location  of  all  streets,  roads,  squares  and  places  in 
£hat  part  of  the  city  recently  annexed  from  Westchester 
County.  To  provide  the  means  for  carrying  on  the  'Work  of 
laying  out,  surveying  and  monumenting,  and  devising  and  pre- 
paring plans  authorized  by  this  act,  the  eighth  section  thereof 
lequires  the  Comptroller,  when  directed  by  the  Commissioners 
d  Parks,  to  issue,  during  the  year  1874,  bonds  to  an  amount 
not  exceeding  $100,000,  payable  November  1, 1875. 
And  the  tenth  section  of  this  act  is  as  follows : 

"  The  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  of  the  City  of 
"New  York  shall  annually  include  in  the  estimate  of  the 
"  amounts  necessary  to  pay  the  expenses  of  conducting  the 
"  buEoness  of  the  Department  of  Public  Parks  of  the  City  of 
"  New  York,  such  sum  or  sums  of  money  as  shall,  in  the  judg- 
"  ment  and  discretion  of  said  Board,  be  necessary  to  carry  on 
"  the  works  authorized  by  this  act." 

These  two  sections  being  in  the  same  statute,  it  does  not  ad* 
mit  of  question  that  the  $100,000  of  bonds  were  to  be  in  addi- 
tion to  the  amount  to  be  appropriated  by  the  Board  of  Estimate 
and  Apportionment  and  raised  by  taxation  in  each  year. 

Again,  Chapter  645  of  the  Laws  of  1874,  passed  Juno  25, 
1874,  is  "  An  Act  to  make  farther  provision  for  the  payment  of 
"  farther  expenses  of  the  local  government  of  the  City  of  New 
"  York."  This  statute  requires  the  Comptroller  to  issue  bonds 
to  an  amount  not  exceeding  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand 
ioUars,  redeemable  within  thirty  years,  at  such  times  and  in 
such  amounts,  and  in  such  manner  as  may  be  required  by  the 
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Department  of  Public  Parks,  "  for  the  improvement  and  rega- 
"  lation  of  the  several  parks,  squares  and  j)nblic  places  which 
"  are  now  or  may  be  under  the  control  and  management  of  the 
"  Department  of  Public  Parks." 

Both  of  these  statutes  are  a  very  late  expression  of  the 
will  of  the  Legislature,  having  become  laws  but  a  few  weeks 
since. 

Again  ;  chapter  290  of  the  Laws  of  1871,  authorizes  the 
Commissioners  of  Central  Park  (now  the  Department  of  Public 
Parks)  to  erect  two  buildings,  known  as  the  Metropolitan 
Museum  of  Art  and  the  American  Museum  of  Natui-al  His- 
tory, and  to  defray  the  expense  of  erecting  these  buildings  the 
Comptroller  is  required  to  issue  bonds,  redeemable  in  thirty 
years,  to  an  amount,  the  interest  on  which  shall  not  exceed 
$35,000  for  each  building. 

In  executing  the  powers,  and  performing  the  duties  which 
are  made  mandatory  upon  the  Department  of  Public  Parks  by 
these  several  laws,  it  is  necessary  to  employ  a  great  number  of 
persons,  such  as  architects,  meteorologists,  landscape  gardeners, 
civil  and  topogi'apliical  engineers,  surveyors,  mechanics  of  iill 
descriptions,  laborers,  and  others. 

Many  of  tlicse  persons  must,  of  necessity,  be  employed  upon 
yearly  salaries,  and  others  are  ])aid  by  the  day.  Now  it  seems 
to  me  that  the  question  whether  all  lliose  }>( arsons,  auil  otlioi'S 
whose  sers^ices  may  be  r(>qnired  by  tlie  Department  in  cariTinj: 
on  the  works  provided  for  in  the  several  laws  above  mentione<l. 
can  be  lawfully  paid  out  of  the  proeet  ds  of  the  l)(>nds  thciol»v 
authorized  is  to  be  determined  l\v  tlie  laws  tin Dir.iOves,  and  not 
by  the  "Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportio:imeiit.  in  othei*  words, 
the  questions  whether  the  bonds  authorized  -by  the  laws  above 
mentioned  shall  bo  issued  at  all,  and  v.hether  the  mtuiry 
realized  from  the  bonds,  if  issued,  shall  be  expended  in  xhv 
payment  of  salaries  of  officers,  clerks,  and  ciupIi)yeos  of  the 
Department,  or  whether  it  shall  be   paid  to  day  laborers,  or 
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whether  it  shall  all  be  used  foi*  the  purchase  of  supplies  and 
materials,  are  questions  and  matters  over  which  the  Board  of 
Estimate  and  Apportionment  has  no  jurisdiction  whatever. 
The  Board  can  determine  how  much  money  shall  be  raised  for 
the  use  of  the  Department  of  Parks  hy  taxation,  and  for  what 
purposes  that  money  shall  be  expended  ;  and  if  it  had  appro- 
priated $200,000,  iQstead  of  $495,000,  for  certain  purposes,  its 
action  would  have  been  valid  ;  but  wlien  it  undertook,  in  eflfect, 
to  say  that  no  salaries  of  officei*s,  clerks  or  employees  of  the 
Department  should  be  paid  out  of  any  fund  but  this  $495,000, 
I  am  constrained  to  advise  you  that  it  exceeded  its  lawful 
powers,  and  that  its  action,  in  this  respect,  is  wholly  null 
and  void. 

It  is  proper  to  add  that,  in  coming  to  this  conclusion,  I  have 
not  overlooked  the  provisions  of  the  25th  section  of  the^Char- 
ter,  which  declares  that  the  aggregate  expenses  for  officers, 
clerks,  employees  and  subordinates  in  every  department  shall 
not  exceed  the  total  amount  duly  appropriated  to  the  respec- 
tive departments  for  such  purposes.  It  is  plain  that  as  the 
l>oard  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  cannot  appropriate  for 
sala:  ios  any  moneys  except  those  to  be  raised  by  taxation  in 
each  current  year,  that  the  limitation  as  to  the  aggregate 
amount  of  such  salaries  imposed  by  said  section  -8  relates  to 
those  moneys  only  which  are  to  bo  raised  in  that  manner,  and 
has  no  reference  whatever  to  moneys  to  be  raised  by  the  issue 
of  bouds. 

Although  I  presume  that  the  operations  of  your  department 
would  be  somewhat  crippled  if  the  restrictions  imposed  by  the 
Board  in  reference  to  payment  of  salaries  were  valid,  still,  if  I 
felt  any  doubt  about  the  matter,  I  should  be  disposed  to  uphold 
an  action  of  the  board  undoubtedly  taken  from  the  praise- 
worthy motive  of  lessening  the  expenditures  of  the  city  govern- 
ment. As  I  do  not  entertain  any  such  doubt,  I  have  no  option 
but  to  advise  you  to  the  effect  above  set  forth,  though  I  re^et 
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that  I  am  compelled  to  express  an  opinion  which  differs  from 
that  apparently  entertained  by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and 
Apportionment. 

The  importance  of  the  questions  submitted  by  you,  and  the 
fact  that  my  opinion  does  differ  from  that  of  t  he  Board,  must 
be  my  excuse  for  having  stated  at  length  my  reasons  for  the 
view  which  I  take  of  the  matter.

apply  to  the  claims  of  counsel  so  retained,  I  have  to  ask  you  to 
pass  a  resolution  removing  the  restriction,  so  that  the  balance 
of  the  fund  may  be  applied  as  originally  intended  to  the  pay- 
ment of  the  claims  against  it,  lawfully  incurred  by  this  De- 
partment. I  ask  this  because  the  Comptroller  has  felt  embar- 
rassed in  reference  to  the  payment  of  the  claims  referred  to,  and 
the  delay  which  has  in  consequence  arisen  I  consider  prejudi- 
to  the  interests  of  the  city.

The  amount  asked  for  by  the  departmental  estimate  for  the 
year  1875  is  $46,000,  on  which  sum  a  reduction  of  $1,500  has 
been  made  in  the  item  of  Salaries  and  Contingencies,  Bureau 
of  Permits,  for  the  roason  that  the  collections  of  that  office 
have  been  materially  curtailed  by  the  action  of  the  Common 
Council  upon  license  fees.

The  amount  appropriatod  for  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  is  $1,572,000,  which  sum  the  Board  of  Estimate  and 
Apportionment  have  considered  as  ample  for  the  expenditures 
under  the  Department  Estimate,  besides  which  there  are  large 
expenditures  made  by  this  Department  that  are  provided  for 
by  the  issue  of  bonds. 

7.  THE  DEPABTMBNT  OF  PUBUO  PABK8. 

The  total  amount  of  appropriations  made  for  this  Depart- 
ment under  the  Revised  Estimates  for  the  year  1874,  was 
$595,500.  The  amount  asked  for  in  the  Departmental  Esti- 
mate for  1875,  is  $935,170.51,  which  is  $339,670.51  more  than 
the  appropriations  for  1874.  This  additional  amount  has  been 
asked  for  by  the  Department  of  Public  Parks  for  various  pur- 
poses, which  are  fully  explained  in  the  communications  attached 
to  the  Departmental  Estimate  for  1875.  But  although  it  is 
desirable  that  tlie  appropriations  to  be  provided  for  by  taxes 
for  the  ordinary  expenses  of  maintenance  and  government  of 
the  Department  of  Public  Parks  shall  be  amply  sufficient  for 
this  purpose,  at  the  same  time  it  is  deemed  advisable  by  the 
Board  of  Estimate  not  to  provide  for  expenditures  under  this 
head  which  may  be  deferred  or  dispensed  with  at  the  present 
time.

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The  enormous  amount  of  expense  borne  by  the  city  for  con-

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The  following  are  the  reasons  in  detail : 

I. — The  amount  of  $25,000,  suggested  by  the  Board  of  Alder- 
men, is  considered  more  than  is  necessary  for  this  purpose,  and 
an  increase  of  15,000  is  approved  as  sufficient,  mtiking  the  ap- 
propriation of  the  final  estimate  $20,000.
